The reason for the seizure was 
the refusal of the American com- 
pany to pay an illegal military tax 
on foreign cigarettes, which the 
military governor recently levied 
in contravention of the treaty be- 
tween China and America, which 
forbids internal taxation. upon 
American goods after the import 
tariff has been paid.

The session ended in a row over 
the reduction of the automobile 
taxes, final action on these propo- 
sals going over until Thursday. The 
House will devote its session to- 
morrow exculsively to a Harding 
memorial service. 

A gift tax, imposing levies be- 
ginning at 1 per cent on total 
amounts of gifts in one year in 
excess of $50,000 and running up 
to 40 per cent, was voted, 191 to

If Jones had told me he had 
embezsied the bank's; money 1 
could have made it good. I had 
ample credit and many friends. 
My sole object in life was 
to convert my other holdings into 
money and firmly establish my son 
im the banking business in Tempe.” 
Attached to the letter is a state- 
ment made by a public accountant 
showing a shortage in Jones's ac- 
counts of $23,545. Kingsbury made 
reference to the finding of fifty 
pounds of dynamite on top of the 
bank vault, and shows that it was 
bought Jones in Phoenix “for 
the purpose of blasting stumps at 
Buckeye.”

{In the first part of this letter, 
published yesterday, Capt. Butt told 
of the first visit paid by Bernstorff 
to the White House.)

At Blagoveschensk, 
the antigoviet forces, attacking 
from the north, drove the soviet 
troops across the Amur River but 
were able to hold their gains only 
temporarily. i 

PREDICTS DOOM 

Semenoff said the death of 
Nikolai Lenin would not imme- 
diately weaken the soviet govern- 
ment but asserted the disintegra- 
tion of the Communist Party 
would follow it gradually. > 
‘Let Japan recognize thes oviet 
government,” said Seminoff, when 
asked if he had come to Tokio to 
fight recognition. “The more 
Russia is opened up through re-

Increases in the capital stock of 
beth corporations and the election

ONFERENCE INDORSES COOLIDGE 
Representing all sections of California 


and all constructive elements of the Repub- 
lican party in this State, 110 men and wom- 
en, ten from each of the eleven Congress 
districts, met in San Francisco and by unan- 
imous action approved the selection of 
twenty-nine candidates for delegate to the 
Republican National Convention pledged to 
the nomination of President Coolidge.

HE LUDENDORFF SCENARIO 
Erich von Ludendorff, Quartermaster- 
General of the German armies in 1918, is on 
trial at Munich, capital of Bavaria, for trea- 


| Bavaria, having for its object the overthrow 
by violent means of the German republican 
form of government and the restoration 
the monarchy. 

It was a trivial affair, known to history 
as the “beer-cellar revolt.” The conspira- 
tors issued a pompous proclamation one 
afternoon announcing that they expected to 
assemble the former German soldiers, along 
with the reichswehr, corresponding to our 
national militia, and march upon Berlin. 
The next afternoon they were all arrested 
by the police. | 

The monarchist uprising resembled the 
voyage of the three wise men of Goschen 
in a bowl. But the promptitude with which 
the revolt was suppressed was not a proof 
that the monarchist sentiment in Germany 
was dead; it simply proved that conditions 
were not propitious for such an uprising. 
With a French army in the Ruhr prepared 
to march upon Berlin at the time, it was 
apparent to the monarchical party that their 
forlorn hope was itself hopeless. 

And the Germans always temper their 
valor with prudence. They never fight to 
the bitter end. So long as they are win- 
ning they are masterful; but if fortune de- 
serts them for the moment they throw up 
the sponge. ; 

That Ludendorff was guilty of treason to 
the existing government is self-evident. 
But the Teuton conception of treason dif- 
fers materially from that of the Anglo 
Saxon, likewise their conception of loyalty 
to their government. They hold that there 
are cases, many of them, in which treason 
is a virtue, not a crime. 

Ludendorff’s defense and that of his fel- 
low-conspirators will be that it was exces- 
sive patriotism, overmastering loyalty to the 
German people that gave birth to the “beer- 
cellar revolt.” 

Judging from the sentiment expressed in 
the German press since November, the re- 
sult of the trial will be complete vindica- 
tion. The conspiracy will be found to have 
been fully justified; and it is possible that 
the trial will itself assume the form of 
monarchist propaganda. 

Considering the conditions under which 
the trial is held, the result can hardly be 
otherwise. Ludendorff is still the hero of 
a large part of the German popuiation. His 
position is somewhat similar to that of 
Napoleon after 1815. If Napoleon had been 


tice for the armed revolt that followed his 
dramatic but tll-fated return from Elba he 
would have been triumphantly vindicated. 
European peoples have a whimsical pen- 
chant for making popular idols of military 
leaders who ‘have won victories for them 
and for whom hundreds of thousands of 
them have sacrificed their lives, irrespec- 
tive of whether the war in which they were 
engaged was won or lost.

But it is yet to be demon- 
strated whether this spirit dominates, For 
the present trial, the trial looks to have 
been staged for the purpose of permitting 
Ludendorff to play the stellar role. It re 
sembles more a movie scenario than a sin- 
cere effort to deprecate treason and punish 
traitors. It recalls an incident in “The 
Chorus Girl,” by Roy McCardell. “Mama 
Briscom,” according to the chorus girl, 
“was placed on trial in Brooklyn for shop- 


lifting; but she was triumphantly vindicated 
efter she brought back the goods.”

No one can say to a certainty that any 

practical benefit has been accomplished by 
Lieut.

carrying lines in this country, it cannot be 
said that any great commercial value at- 
taches thus far to the art of flying. 

As a war measure aviation attained great 
acclaim and celebrity during the World 
War; but again it can't be said that a 
great deal was accomplished, even in a mili- 
tary sense. The damage wrought by bomb 
throwing machines was of small military 
significance and it is generally understood 
that the army commanders relied upon oth- 
er methods of scouting for military infor- 
mation to a greater extent than they de- 
pended upon the flyers. 

It was a sensational start, however, that 
is certain to be highly developed in an- 
other war. France makes no secret of the 
fact that she stakes her military hopes of 
the future upon flying machines which she 
is building by the thousand. According to 
information that has leaked out to the gen- 
eral public, the French have invented a 
new kind of gas that is made to sink from 
a plane whence it is released to the enve!- 
opement «nd destruction of cities beneath. 

Frora which two deductions are obvious: 
that the inhabitant of cities will no longer 
be save behind the lines as in all previous 
wars. ‘Yhe lot of stay-at-homes is likely to 
be more terrible than the dangers of the 
soldiers at the front. Secondly, that the 
defense against this terrible weapon of de- 
struction may lie in other defensive planes 
and that these defensive planes must be 
able to rise above the gas-dropper—out ol 
range of the deadly descending gas. It 
must do its fighting from above. 

It is not an impossible conjecture that 
the safety of the nation might depend some 
day upon the ability of our planes to rise 
over other soaring planes; that the next 
war may see sensatiinal rushes for the dis- 
tant skies. 

Macready has probably accom- 
plished much more than may appear to th 
idle newspaper reader. :

The day is coming in America when the 
prevalence of armies of crooks will compel 
the issuance to every righteous citizen of 
a police card similar to the automobile li- 
cense cards. 

By means of these cards—which amount 
to a perpetual passport—the police are 
able to keep a fairly complete check upon 
the entire population of a city. Every citi- 
zen upon leaving a city or changing his 
job for any reason is obliged to visit the 
nearest police registration bureau and 
check out, as it were. 

It is an infernal nuisance to all con- 
cerned, but it enables the police to keep 
a fairly rigid track of the floating popula- 
tion. 

This card shows at a glance who you 
are; where you have wandered and why. 
A crook picked up without one finds him- 
self in an embarrassing position.

Dispatches from Paris tell us the 
commission of experts headed by 


to put the finishing touches on the 
plan for the rehabilitation of Ger 
many. We are receiving highly op- 
timistic assurances that a real set- 
tlement of Europe's greatest prob- 
lem is in sight. 

It would be a pleasure to be able 
to believe the time for throwing up 
hats is at hand. But one who 
has followéd closely the course of 
French statesmanship and who 
sees what is being prepared in Par- 
is can hold no such belief. France 
is making ready to block the plans 
of the Dawes commission; and, un- to 
less America is ready to pay & 
large price for world progress, @ 
settlement is still far away. 

As it has been for the last five 
years, so it is now: America must 
cancel or greatly reduce the war 
debts and furnish fresh billions to 
help Germany and France. Or 
Germany must put herself under 
complete bondage to France. Oth- 
erwise the French grip will be kept 
on the German throat and Germany 
must continue to grow weaker 
through strangulation. 

Ruhr Policy Still Supported 
Theories that the French will 
show a kinder disposition in the 
coming critical decisions which 
will follow the Dawes report are 
based on several elements. The 
franc has had acute sinking spells; 
and there is a bitter fight over 
measures to be taken to balance 
the budget and hold up the franc. 
Poincare is in danger of being 
overthrown. The Radicals have 
broken away from the Nationalist 
bloc and are proclaiming they will 
carry the electiong in May. The 
people are restive under the high 


fer taxes. 

It ig true these conditions iought 
to make France more reasonable. 
But will they? Take a glance at 
these facts: : 

(1.) Poincare has been on the 
ragged edge of defeat all through 
the contest in the Chamber of Dep- 
uties over his plans for economy 
and higher taxes. Yet, on the last 
vote on his foreign policy, when he 
declared the Ruhr would be held 
until the Germans paid up, he was 
supported by the Chamber 415 to 
151. Any Premier who might suc 
ceed him will have to deal with 
that overwhelming majority. 

Radicals Want America to Pay 

(2.) The only organization that 
can overthrow the present German- 
ophobe majority in the Chamber 
is the Radical party. In the recent 
Senate elections it gained only two 
seats, so its prospects for a sweep 
in May are not good. If it should 
come into power, however, Edouard 
Heri lot would become Premier. 
And Herriot is pledged to “an 
equitable solution of the repara- 
tions question in agreement with 
the Allies.” But Herriot demand 
that any sacrifice made by Franc: 
in such a settlement must be based 
on “an equivalent sacrifice of war 
debts.” In other words, he is for 
the enforcement of the Versailles 
Treaty, unless. America pays for

Visitor Declares 
British Edict Beneficial to 
Malay Growers 


Cut down your production 40 per 
cent or your business will go on 
the rocks, sald the British govern- 
ment, in effect, to the rubber 
planters of the Straits Settlement 
a time ago, according to P. W. 
Stansfield of Singapore, who yes- 
terday told the story of how the 
problem of overproduction in rub- 
ber was solved. 

Mr. Stansfield, now at the Alez- 
andria, is on his way to the Far 
East where he represents American 
firms interested in crude rubber. 
He has lived at Singapore for some 


the rubber situation in this coun- 
try. 
“Prices on crude rubber took a 
slump along in 1920,” said Mr. 
Stansfield. At one time the plant- 
ers were receiving only eighteen 
cents a pound, which is nearly two 
cents less than cost of production. 
During the early stages of the war, 
the rubber plantations were great- 
ly extended, with the result that 
when the war demand ceased 
there was more rubber than there 
was a market for. , 


PRODUCTION CUT 
“To meet the situation the Brit- 


the Malay Peninsula, passed a law 
prohibiting the planters from pro- 
ducing more than 60 per cent of 
the rubber yleld of 1920. It was 
effective. The surplus was disposed 
of and by now the planters are re- 
ceiving from 23 to 26 cents a 
pound. This doesn't get them as 
good a profit as the 365 cents they 
received during the 
enables them to get along.” 

Rubber is one of the two great 
staples of the Malay Peninsula, Mr. 
Stansfield says, the other being 
tin. The rubber areas on the pen- 
insula are of sufficient extent to 
produce about 300,000 tons of 
crude rubber annually when full 
production. is permitted. On the 
surrounding islands there are 
nlantations capable of producing 


RUBBER TREE NOT NATIVE 
“The development of the rubber 
industry in this region is rather 
remarkable when it is considered 
that the rubber tree is not a native 
of the Far East, but came originally 
from Brazil,” said Mr. Stansfield 
Mr. Stansfield states that with 
cultivation it has been possible to 
obtain a product superior to that 
derived from the rubber tree grow- 
ing in a wild state, which is the 
case in Brazil. The very finest 
of Para rubber is hardly up to the 
quality of the average run of 
plantation rubber.” he sal4, “and 
the bulk of the product obtained 
from the jungles is much inferior.” 
He referred to the fact that one 
condition which has contributed 
to the rapid development of the 
rubber industry in the Far East 
is the favorable labor conditions 
existing there.

FOR PATIENT 
FAR AT SE 


Police Surgeon Manning 
Sends Advice by Radio to 
Ship 1400 Miles Out 


Dr. Thomas P. Manning, police 
surgeon at the Receiving Hospital, 
for the past three days has been 
prescribing treatment for a pa- 
tient desperately ill on board the 
British steamer Lochkatrine re- 
ported last night at a position 
more than 1400 miles from Los 
Angeles in the South Pacific. Men- 
sages by radio have been received 
from the ship by the Federal 
Telegraph Radio Station at Los 
Angeles Harbor, turned over to 
Dr. Manning and his answers by 
radio sent from the station here. ~ 

The first call for help came 
from the ship Sunday night. Im- 
mediately after the station here 
picked it up. Dr. Manning was 
consulted. The first message read: 
“Patient complains of pains in 
the back and general debility.” 
The temperature was given. 

Dr..Manning gave general in- 
structions covering the symptoms. 
He also asked that further details 
be given. Another call was picked 
up at 5 p.m. Monday. 


Last night the station received 


a message stating that the patient's 
temperature is 104 and his pulse 
88. Dr. Manning prescribed an 
alcohol rub and heart stimulants 
and asked that ship officials ad- 
vise him of the condition of the 
patient. Dr. Magning expressed 
the belief that the patient is suf- 
fering from typhoid fever. 

The Lochkatrine is a passenger 
steamer operated by the Royal 
Mail Steam Packet Line. She 
sailed from Los Angeles Harbor 
the 22nd inst. bound for North 
Europe ports, via the Panama Ca- 
nal. She is commanded by Capt. 
G. T. Matthews.

Mellen of Mexico City, after 
fifteen years’ residence in the southern republic as a missionary.

Fast. He went to Mexico in the 
first place as a mission worker and 
for the last five years has. repre- 
sented the American Bible Society 
of New York in that country.

C. W. Cook, president of the 
American Hawailan Steamship 


Company, came down from San 
Francisco yesterday ostensibly, he 
says, to hunt for a statue of him- 
self as the “father of Los Angeles 
Harbor.” He left last night. 

Seriously, Mr. Cook was here, 
he admitted, just to inspect the 
company’s new terminals on Mor- 
mon Island, recently completed by 
the Los Angeles Harbor Depart- 
ment at a cost of more than 38500, 
000. He pronounced them “mag- 
nificient, among the finest on eith- 
er coast“ where his line touches. 

Mr. Cook’s claim to being the 
port’s father, however, was ex- 
plained by Walter MacPherson, 
Los Angeles agent for the line, 
who accompanied the chief. It 
was Mr. Cook, who, it is said, was 
responsible for the construction of 
pier A, Wilmington, the nest-egg 
from which the miles of developed 
city waterfront since has sprung, 
and it was done by bringing the 
American-Hawaiian ships here as 
a regular port of call back in 
1911. 

The port has prospered like the 
steamship line, he said, and its 
west-bound cargoes today run 
practically even with that of San 
Francisco. 

Rumors that his line was to ex- 
tend its serviee to Hawali or the 
Philippine Islands were set at 
rest by Mr. Cook. 

“That field at present,” he said.

NEED FOR 
HOSPITALS 
STRESSED 


Present Requirements of 
City Call for Outlay of 
$29,000,000, Says W ood 


That the immediate need to ad- 
equate hospital facilities in Los 
Angeles in proportion to the pres- 


ent population calls for an expen- 


diture of approximately $29,000,- 
000, was the statement made last 
night at a meeting of the South- 
ern California Hospital Council at 
the Mary Louise. 

“There are 3813 beds now in use 
in Los Angeles hospitals,” N. M. 
Wood, superintendent of the Los 
Angeles General Hospital, told the 
council. “As many as 6187 are 
needed to bring facilities up to one 
for every 125 of the present pop- 
viation of 1,000,000. Each bed 
represents an investment of $4714.” 

L. G. Reynolds, president of the 


council was toastmaster of the 


meeting. 

It was the suggestion of Dr. 
Wood that means of raising suffi- 
client funds could be worked out 
through popular subscriptions in 
mull amounts for the endowment 
of beds and proposed that the Los 

„ “Chamber of Commerce and 
other public bodies endow hos- 
pital beds to offset the public sub- 
scriptions. 

Speaking on how the hospital 
situation here compares with that 
of other cities, R. E. Skell, chair- 
man of the hospital committee of 
the Los Angeles Medical Associa- 
tion, explained that Los Angeles is 
entirely lacking in nonprofit priv- 
ate hospitals,

council made up of superintend- 
ents and assistant superintendents 
of Southern California hospitals, 
Boyle Workman, president of the 
City Council; A. Carmen Smith, 
president of the Los Angeles Ad- 
vertising Club; H. 8.
